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The “Engineer” of July 6 reports the trial of a 
new Russian steel shot against two armor plates 
8 feet by 8 feet by 6 inches, made by Cammell & 
Brown on the Harvey and Tresidiler system and 
one by Brown 10 inches thick. They were at- 
tacked by a 6-inch Oboukhoff gun, 45 calibres 
long, firing two kinds of projectiles—namely, first, 
the best projectiles which could be made on Holt- 
zer’s system at the Putilof Works, which pro- 
jectiles’ past experience has shown to be practically 
identical with Holtzer shot purchased direct; and 
secondly, similar projectiles to which the secret 
Russian improvement had been applied. The rounds 
were fired at the 6-inch plates with about 1,850 
foot-seconds striking velocity, while at the 10-inch 
plate the striking velocity was 2,400 foot-seconds. 
It is stated that one projectile of each kind was 
fired at each plate, that the plates were curved, 
and that the angle of incidence was from 8 to 10 
degrees with the normal. The Holtzer projectiles 
proper broke up, but obtained greater penetration 
than has yet been reached under comparable con- 
while the “secret process” 
shells passed right through the targets and cut 
holes in a wooden screen in rear, which, as 
we understand the account, were so clean as to 
argue that the projectiles were uninjured. No one, 
however, was allowed to see them after recovery— 
the secret being jealously guarded. The ‘“Engi- 
neer” holds that the secret of the penetration of 
the special shell was in the use of a wrought iron 
cap. It says: “This device was tried at Shoebury- 
ness in 1878 and rejected as untrustworthy and 
worse than useless at oblique impact. Its fune- 
tions might be more complete when applied to 
overcome a thin film or skin such as is given to 
plates by the water hardening than when the 
earlier and inferior shot were opposed by steel 
whose hardness, though less, extended some inches 
in depth. That the excellence of the projectile was 
pot due to treatment alone is suggested by the use 
of the wood screen and the concealment of the re- 
covered shot. The fact that finished Holtzer pro- 
jectiles were employed, and all the language used, 
seem to imply that some distinct device rather 
than a special metallurgical treatment was em- 
ployed, The test at an angle further suggests that 
the device was such as specially called for such a 
test.”

In two octavo volumes, uniform in style with 
Nicolay and Hay’s “Life of Lincoln,” the “Century” 
Co. give us “Abraham Lincoln’s Complete Works, 
Comprising his Speeches, Letters and State Pa- 
pers, edited by John G. Nicolay and John Hay.” 
The collection is made at the request of Robert 'T. 
Lincoln. The first paper is an address to the peo- 
ple of Sangamon County, March 9, 1852, when Lin- 
coln was a candidate for state representative; the 
last two are telegrams to Gen. G. Weitzel, U. 3S. 
Army, dated April 12, 1865. Just previous to these 
telegrams we have Lincoln’s last public address, 
delivered April 11, 1865. In the volume public let- 
ters, addresses and telegrams follow along in 
chronological order, with private letters and memo- 
runda. Altogether it is an interesting and valuable 
revelation of the every-day working of Lincoln's 
mind. Few men could better stand the test to 
which it subjects him. Under date of Oct. 5, 1863, 
we have a defence of General Schofield against an 
attack from Missouri politicians, Lincoln saying of 
him: ‘Without disparaging any, I affirm, witb con- 
fidence, that no commander of that department 


has, in proportion to his means, done better than 
General Schofield.” A valuable index closes the 
volume. 


G. P. Putnam’s Sons publish in a handsome vol- 
ume “The Life of John Patterson, Major-General 
in the Revolutionary Army,” by his great-grand- 
son, Thomas Egleston, LL. D., Professor of Min- 
eralogy and Metallurgy in the School of Mines of 
Columbia College, New York. Little has been 
known of General Patterson heretofore and Profes- 
sor Egleston describes. him as “one of Massachu- 
setts’ lost heroes.” General Patterson was, with 
the exception of Lafayette, the youngest officer of 
his rank in the Revolutionary Army, but he always 
occupied positions of trust. Few others had seen so 
much active service and done so much fighting. He 
was in the Continental Congress, at the siege of Bos- 
ton, the Canada campaign, both the Jersey cam- 
paigns and the surrender of Burgoyne. The personal 
details concerning General Patterson are meagre 
and the volume consists largely of a history of the 
events in which he is known to have participated. 
It is a valuable addition to the history of our army 
during the Revolution. There are 15 illustrations 
and maps in the volume. 


The Army Equipment Board has recommended 
the trial of the combined military belt and garment, 
invented by Col. Edmund Rice, of the Fifth In- 
fantry. It is certainly a very ingenious arrange- 
ment. It is composed of two sheets of waterproof 
material, shaped into garments, one a close fitting 
tunie and the other a cape hanging from the shoul- 
ders. These garments when not in use are com- 
pactly folded into the shape of belts to be carried 
around the waist, one over each shoulder or in any 
other way that a belt can be used. To these belts 
are attached the cartridges, the haversack and can- 
teen. The combined weight of the whole equipment 
is less than the weight of the haversack strap, can- 
teen strap and the belt plate, which last Colonel Riee 
discards. The waterproof garments can be worn 
by a man in his shirt sleeves, with his blouse on or 
over his overcoat, and they save the cost of a cape 
to the overcoat. 





A correspondent calls in question the statement 
in our article of last week on dry docks, to the 
effect that there is no dry dock in this hemisphere 
that can take the Indiana. The statement was a 
little obscure, but we had in mind only dry docks 
under the control of our government, as the con- 
text and evident purpose of the article clearly 
The size of the Indiana is 348 x 69% x 
24 ft. The Halifax, Nova Scotia, dry dock is, as 
our correspondent shows, 593 x SY x 30 ft. ‘The 
Halifax dock can accommodate anything afloat ex- 
cept the Campania and the Lucania. The fact 
that England has such a dry dock on this side of 
the Atlantic and we have none, shows how much 
wiser she is in providing for the contingencies that 
attend the possession of a modern navy.

As a sample of the dangers our troops are fre- 
quently exposed to a recent telegram from Pond 
Creek, O. T., says: “Troop A, Third U. S. Cav., 
Fort Reno, under command of Capt. J. O. Mackay, 
detailed to guard the Rock Island road, missed 
death at the hands of the Pond Creek train 
wreckers July 17 ‘by less than 200 feet. Two ex- 
plosions of dynamite occurred within 200 yards of 
the south outskirts of the city immediately after 
the special train carrying troops from Knid to Pond 
(Creek had passed. One of the shots exploded im- 
tuediately under the train, but did no damage, but 
the other blew out a cattle guard and shattered 
the rails and would have completely demolished the 
train had it exploded a few seconds later.” 


Owing to the popularity and the numerous re- 
quests from people of distinction, says the Van- 
couver “Columbian,” we publish in full the excel- 
lent address of Col. Thomas M. Anderson, 14th 
U. S. Inf., delivered in this city on the Fourth of 
July. It was a masterly effort, and in the course 
of his peroration, Colonel Anderson said: “Not on 
this day can you forget the sufferings of Valley 
Forge or the bloody footprints in the snow which 
led to Trenton. Not on this day can you forget 
Wintield Scott and Lundy’s Lane or old Rough and 
Ready and Buena Vista. Not on this day can you 
forget George Washington and follow Johann 
Most.” 


The recollections of Napoleonic history are re- 
vived by the appearance of “The Diary of a Cav- 
alry Officer in the Peninsular and Waterloo Cam- 
paigns, 1809-1815,” by the late Lieut.-Col. William 
Tomkinson, 16th Light Dragoons, edited by his 
son, James Tomkinson, and published by Swan 
Sonnenschein & Co., London, and Maemillan & Co., 
New York. The diary has the interest that belongs 
to memoranda made on the spot in the midst of 
important events. Many of the details are of little 
account to American readers, but much of the 
volume is valuable even to them, especially the 


portion relating to the Battle of Waterloo. A por. 
trait of the author, of his favorite horse, of Major 
Cocks and several maps illustrate the volume,

In an article, “More Pride Wanted,” Sergeant- 
Major. Woodhouse, Highth Cav., criticises certain 
soldiers of his regiment upon their unsoldierly ap- 
pearance when visiting the neighboring towns near 
Fort Meade, saying, “There is some excuse for a 
man when he goes into the field to look tough, un- 
kempt and even dirty, but when on pass or out 
mounted for pleasure he should take some pride in 
his personal appearance, and try to make as good 
an impression as possible on the citizens he meets.” 








Adjt. James A. Leyden, Fourth U. 8S. Inf., has 
made a compilation which does credit to his re- 
search and perseverance and to the regimental press, 
which ushered it into life. It is a “Register of 
Commissioned Officers of the Fourth U. 8S. Infantry 
from 1796 to 1894.” It contains a fund of useful in- 
formation concerning the regiment, and were each 
regiment to issue a similar paper and the whole 
brought together, the result would be a historical 
document of the utmosf importance. 








Comdr. George F. F. Wilde has been selected as 
the successor of Capt. Robley D. Evans as Naval 
Secretary of the Lighthouse Board. The billet is 
one of the best in the service, and its assignment to 
Commander Wilde may be looked upon in the nat- 
ure of a compliment to that officer. Commander 
Wilde will be practically the executive officer of the 
lighthouse establishment, that being the position 
held by Captain Evans. He will enter upon the 
discharge of his new duties about Aug. 16. 


The question of the abolition of the system of 
retained pay in the army is under consideration at 
the War Department, and the views of regimental 
and company commanders, and, to some extent, of 
the rank and file, have been called for. Upon the 
question the Army and Navy Journal unhesitating- 
ly votes in favor of abolishment. The system has 
some good features in a humanitarian sense, but 
not from a purely military point of view.

The discharge of 150 clerks from the Reeord 
and Pension Office of the War Department took 
place July 25. The authoritative explanation re- 
garding this discharge is that the Legislative Ap 
propriation bill provided for a reduction of 300 
clerks in the Record and Pension Office, leaving 
about 400 to continue the work. 


There has been issued from the United States 
Infantry and Cavalry School press a translation of 
Lieutenant General Count Vou Waldersee’s “Guide 
for the Instruction of Infantry Soldiers,” made by 
Lieut. R. H. Wilson, Eighth Inf., under the direc- 
tion of Col. Townsend, commandant of the school, 


“General Washington,” by General Bradley ‘I. 
Johnson, is another of Appleton’s series of “Great 
Commanders.” It is illustrated by a frontispiece 
giving a portrait of Washington, from the painting 
by C. W. Peale, 1772, owned by George Washing- 
ton Curtis Lee, Lexington, Va. It containg also 
diagrams of several battles of the Revolution. 





An Army board has been appointed to meet at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, on Sept. 1, to examine 
for promotion to commissioned rank 18 enlisted 
men who successfully passed the preliminary exami- 
nations held by departmental boards some months 
ago. 
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FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Senator Allen is making a move to limit enlist- 
ments for the Army and Navy to men who are 
citizens of the United States at the date of their 
enlistment. With this object in view, he has in- 
troduced two bills into the Senate and two resolu- 
tions calling upon the Secretary of the Navy and tbe 
Secretary of War respectively to inform the Senate 
what percentage, if any, of the enlisted men, non- 
commissioned and commissioned officers of the Navy 
of the United States are aliens, and what percent- 
age are citizens of the United States by birth or 
naturalization, properly classifying the same _ re- 
spectively. He has introduced a bill, S. 2246, 
which provides that hereafter no person shall be 
enlisted into the Army, marine or naval service of 
the United States as enlisted man, non-commis- 
sioned or commissioned officer who is not at the 
time of his enlistment a citizen of the United 
States of America by birth or naturalization. 

S. 2247, introduced by Mr. Power, provides “that 
from and after the passage of this act the Presi- 
dent shall detail officers of the United States Army 
to act as collectors of customs, in charge of districts 
on the frontier, where vacancies, from any cause, 
may hereafter occur, who, while acting as such col- 
lectors of customs, shall be under the orders and 
directions of the Secretary of the Treasury, except 
at such port of entry where, in the opinion of the 
President, the public service would be better pro- 
moted by the appointment of a civilian.” 

A favorable report has been made to the House 
from the Committee on Military Affairs on the 
bill for the relief of Don Carlos Buell, amending 
it so that he will go on the retired list as Colonel, so 
as to conform to the action of the House in similar 
cases. General Buell is the only officer of the 
Regular Army who reached the command of an 
army in the field who has not been provided for 
either by promotion to the active list or by being 
placed on the retired list. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has re- 
ported favorably upon the bill which has passed 
the Senate to transfer Pay Inspector John H. 
Stevenson, U. S. N., from the half pay list to the 
three-quarter pay retired list and upon the joint 
resolution authorizing Commander Dennis W. 
Mullan, U. 8S. N., to accept a Chilian medal. 

The Senate has passed the bills relating to the 
payment and retirement of mates in the Navy, per- 
mitting the acceptance of Hawaiian decorations 
and providing that Rear Admiral John P. Russell 
shall be paid the highest pay of his grade. 

The conference report on the fortification appro- 
priation bill was agreed to by both houses of Con- 
gress on Thursday. The total carried by the bill 
is $2,440,004, which is $215,350 more than the 
bill carried as it passed the House and $396,600 less 
than as it passed the Senate. The bill as agreed 
upon contains the following appropriations: Gun 
and mortar batteries, $400,000; platforms, $100,000; 
sites for defenses, $150,000; preservation and re- 
pair, $45,000; sea wall at Sandy Hook, $7,500; 
plans, $5,000; sewage system at Fort Monroe, $37,- 
500, on condition that civilian residents shall pay 
one-half the expense. The Secretary of War is 
also authorized to assess one-half the cost of the 
wharf, roads, pavements, streets, lights, sewerage 
and general police upon civilians using them. The 
unexpended balance of the appropriation for sewers 
at Fort Monroe in the sundry civil bill is covered 
into the Treasury. Armament of fortifications, 
$1,491,850; for testing one 10-in. pneumatic disap- 
pearing gun carriage of the Pneumatic Gun Car- 
riage Power Co.’s design, $50,000; proving 
ground, Sandy Hook, N. Y., $29,200; Watertown 
Arsenal, brick shed, $3,300; Watervliet Arsenal, for 
new turbine station, $7,654; Board of Ordnance and 
Fortification, $100,000. 

(Provided that before any money shall be ex- 
pended in the construction or test of any gun, gun 
earriage, ammunition, or implements under the 
supervision of said board, the board shall be satis- 
fied that the government of the United States has 
a lawful right to use the inventions involved in 
the construction of such gun, gun carriage, ammuni- 
tion or implement, or that the construction or test 
is made at the request of a person either having 
such lawful right or authority to convey the same 
to the government.) 

The conferees on the Army Appropriation bill 
submitted their report to the Senate on Thursday. 
The bill, as agreed to in conference, carries a total 
of $23,592,884.68. As it passed the House it car- 
ried $23,586,924.68, and as it passed the Senate 
the total was $23,611,384.68. The changes in ap- 
propriations were few and of slight importance, the 
most important action of the conferees being in 
regard to the legislation in the bill affecting the per- 
sonnel. The Senate amendments in regard to gen- 
eral service clerks and retired officers detailed as 
instructors at colleges were agreed to. The House 
provision reducing the number of assistant surgeons 
was restored, with an amendment reducing the 
number to 110, instead of to 90, as provided by the 
House. The Senate provision for the reorganization 
of the Signal Corps upon a vacancy occurring in the 
office of Chief Signal Officer was changed so as to 
provide for but three captains, instead of four, and 
so as to guard against any construction of the law 
by which the reorganization might be taken advan- 
tage of to vacate the commissions of officers now 
in the service. Senator Manderson demanded an 
explanation of the changes that had been made 
in regard to the Assistant Surgeons and the Signal 
Corps, and the report went over until Friday, omg 
after some debate, it was adopted. The allowance 
to civilians for the apprehension of deserters is re- 
duced to $10. The bh, as reported, contains the 
following provisions: 

Provided, that there shall be no appointment of 
Assistant Adjutant-General with the rank of major 
until the number of such officers in that grade shall 

reduced below four and therafter the number of 
such officers in that grade shall be fixed at four, and 
hereafter all appointments to fill vacancies in the lowest 
grade in the Adjutant-General’s, the Inspector-Gen- 
eral’s, the Quartermaster’s and the Subsistence De- 
artment, penpoctivets. shall be made from the next 
owest grade in the line of the Army. 

Provided, that hereafter no appointments shall be 
made to the office of assistant surgeon until the num- 
ber of assistant surgeons shall be reduced below 110, 
and thereafter the number of officers in that grade 
in the Medical Department shall be fixed at 110. 

Provided, that nothing in the Act entitled “An Act 
to increase the number of officers in the Army to be 
detailed to colleges,’’ approved Nov. 3, 1893, shall be 
so construed as to prevent, limit, or restrict the de- 
tall of retired officers of the Army at Institutions of 





learning under the provisions of section 1260, Revised 
Statutes, and the Act making Lg | for the 
support of the Army, and so forth, approved May 4, 
1880, nor to forbid the issue of ordnance and ordnance 
stores, as provided in the Act approved Sept. 26, 1888, 
amending section 1225, Revised Statutes, to the insti- 
tutions at which retired officers may be so detailed; 
and said Act of Noy. 3, 1893, and said Act of May 
4, 1880, shall not be construed to allow the full pay: of 
their rank to retired officers detailed under said section 
1260, Revised Statutes, and said act of May 4, 1850. 
And the “Act for the enlistment and pay and to de- 
fine the duties and liabilities of ‘general-service clerks 
and ‘general-service messengers’ in the Army,” ap- 
proved July 29, 1886, is hereby repealed. 

The Secretary of War shall cause to be investigated 
by the Inspection Department of the Army, or other- 
wise, and shall report to Congress at its next regular 
session as to the number of civil employees of the 
Army, their distribution, the necessity four their em- 
ployment, and the cost attending the same. 

That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to 
remove to such military reservation or reservations, as 
he may select, the Indian prisoners of war now con- 
fined at Mount Vernon Barracks, Ala., and for the pur- 
pose of the erection of buildings, purchase of draft 
animals, stock, necessary farming tools, seeds, house- 
hold utensils, and other articles needed for said In- 
dians and generally for their support and civilization, 
the sum of $15,000 Is hereby Mey ye in addition 
to the sums herein appropriat to be expended under 
the direction of the Secretary ot r. 

And the Secretary of War is hereby authorized, after 
due advertisement, to sell, under such conditions as 
he may prescribe, such unserviceable medical and hos- 
pital stores, or other property, exclusive of liquors, at 
the medical supply depots at New York, St. Louis, and 
San Francisco, or in the custody of the medical depart- 
ment, as the Secretary of War may deem proper, the 
proceeds of such sales, after deducting expenses 
thereof, to be paid into the United States Treasury. 


TRIALS OF ARMOR PLATES. 


Kew plates have stood such a difficult test as the 
17-in. Harveyized Carnegie plate, representing a 
group of armor for the barbettes of the Oregon, 
which was tried ballistically for the fourth tme 
on Monday last. Although it was the fourth shot 
that the plate received on Monday and that the 
armor had a narrow crack extending from the top 
of the plate to the third impact in the right hand 
corner, close to the first impact near the center, 
the plate suffered no great damage from its im- 
pact. A Carpenter 850-lb, projectile was used, and 
it was given a velocity of 1,858 ft.-sees. The shot 
struck the plate 30 ins. from the right hand side 
and 29 ins. from the bottom, less than the distance 
should have been under the specifications. It pene- 
trated about 10 ins., smashing into fragments and 
leaving its ogival welded into the armor. A small 
crack developed from % to 4 of an inch in thick- 
ness, running from the bottom of the plate, through 
the impact and joining the crack resulting from the 
third impact. The angle of fire was normal, The 
shot was a typical Harvey one. No radial cracks 
appeared. 

There is no doubt felt that the group the plate 
represents will be accepted by the government. 
This is the opinion of ordnance officers. Mr. Mil- 
lard Hunsicker, Assistant Manager of the Carnegie 
company, who witnessed the test, expressed himself 
as being very much pleased with the results. He 
ascribes the showing made by the plate on its ac- 
ceptance trial as due to the superior quality of the 
Wheeler-Sterling projectile used on that occasion 
for the second shot. | at 

A second representative plate of a group of 18- 
in. Harveyized armor, manufactured by the Beth- 
lehem company for the side of the Indiana, was 
tested July 23 at the Indian Head Proving Grounds. 
Much to the satisfaction of the ordnance experts, 
the plate passed the test and the group was ac- 
cepted. The plate was 16 ft. % in. in length and 
its thickness at the top was 18 ins. The width on 
the part 18 ins. thick was 4 ft. 1 in. and on the 
tapering part 3 ft. 5 ins. The plate was secured to 
a solid oak backing 37% ins. thick, increasing to 
47% ins. at the bottom, to conform to bevel of 
plate, by 26 armor bolts 34 ins. in diameter, and 
held in against target structure by 11 tie bolts 
1 5-10 ins. in diameter. The plats was 387 ft. 
distant from the 12-in. gun used. The official re- 
ports give the rounds as follows: 

Round 1.—Charge, 240% Ibs.; striking velocity, 1,465 
f.-s.; striking energy, 12,600 ft.-tons, or 370 tons per ton 
of plate; ratio of energy to that necessary to just per- 
forate wrought iron of same thickness, 1.06. Carpenter 
A. P., projectile, 255, lot 5, of normal weight and di- 
mensions, hardened 4 ins. below bourrelet, struck plate 
practically normally, 54 ins. from right edge and 55 ins. 
from bottom, and broke up, point and ogival welding 
into impact and other pieces flying to considerable dis- 
tances; one piece of body weighing 27 Ibs. going to tie 
rear about 400 ft. and falling on platform alongside of 
gun, striking the saddle strap of 10-in. gun. A bulge 
34 ins. diameter and from % to %-in. high was raised 
about impact; the part nearest to edges of plate chip- 
ping off to diameter of 18 ins. The bulge, the frag- 
ments of shell in impact and broken pieces of shell 
metal were very warm. The portions of shell welded 
into impact were cracked and set up considerably. 
Apex of core out from face of plate 3 3-10 Ins., giving 
an estimated penetration of about 11 ins. A number o 
radial cracks from 4 to 6 ins. long and 2 to 3 ins, apart 
were opened out in the bulge. Left edge of backing 
set out % in.; right edge springing back 2 ins. and set- 
ting out again % in. from original position. One armor 
bolt broken and driven 18 ins. to the rear. One tie rod 
broken. ‘There were no cracks in plate. 

Round 2.—Charge, 397.5; striking velocity, 1,926 f.-s.; 
striking energy, 21,882 ft.-tons, or 640 ft.-tons per ton 
of plate; ratio of energy to that necessary to just per- 
forate wrought iron of same thickness 1.54. Carpenter 
A. P. shell, 127, lot 4, of normal weight and dimen- 
sions, hardened 44 ins. below bourrelet, struck plate 
normally, 103 ins. from right edge, 49 ins. from im- 
pact No. 1, 16% ins. above bevel line, and broke up: 
forward rt of shell as far as bourrelet remaining in 
impact. ower part of body and base swelled to di- 
ameter of about 17 ins., rebounding about 5 ft. to the 
front; other pieces scattered to various distances. The 
splash of impact was 26 ins. horizontally and 22 ins. 
vertically. late was divided into two by 
an irregular crack from top to bottom through impact, 
the two pieces being wedged apart by the force of 
the blow, the surface of the interior of hole welding 
into the surface of shell, and shrinking away from the 
rest of the plate. Part of the surface of interior near 
mouth showed signs of fused metals. Shell and im- 
pact close to edges very warm; bulge not 80 pro- 
nounced as in former impact, being highest on upper 
edge, where it was 410in. The plate about impact 
was hot to the hand to diameter of 30 or 32 ins. ole 
in face of plate, 17 ins. in diameter. The crack opened 
out in plate was %-in. wide at bottom and % n. at

top. Lower edge of piste aprang out from cking 
¥-in. Plate dished slightly about impact. Penetration 
‘out 17 ins. Shell

turned a little to the right in penetrating. 


“As this plate has come up to the requirements of 
the specifications,” the report concludes, ‘“‘we have to 
recommend the acceptance of Group 14, Bethlehem 
Iron Company, which it represents.’ 


NOTES FROM CHICAGO. 
(Cocrespondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
A few notably prominent features in the appear- 

ance of clothing, equipments and equipage of the 
Federal troops recently in Chicago may be worthy 
of consideration. 

Three styles of blouses, it was observed, were 
worn by olticers, the old-style, brass-button blouse, 
the braided blouse and the authorized field blouse. 
Nearly every oflicer carried a pistol, and in most 
cases wore the weapon under the blouse. The gar- 
ment was usually twisted quite out of shape by the 
pistol and an unsightly hump was invariably pre- 
sented upon the hip or back of the wearer. Occa- 
sionally a sword belt was observed outside of a 
braided blouse, the garment fitting so closely that 
the pistol could not be worn beneath it. 

Campaign hats were worn by all officers and men, 
and the crowns were twisted and creased into vari- 
ous shapes, apparently at the pleasure of the wearer. 
The “Montana peak’ and the “Wyoming crease” 
were the prevailing styles. 

Some men were equpoed with the “Dodge 
yoke,” others wore the “Merriam pack” and again 
others carried the old “blanket bag.” 

The variety of tents was almost bewildering. 
There were old-fashioned Sibley tents, with the 
slant roof running all the way to the ground, the 
conical wall tent, the old “A” tent, the common 
tent, with wall, some with laced and others with 
closed corners, shelter tents, and the wall tent, 
with its fly. Several of the cavalry troops and one 
or more of the light batteries occupied tents bearing 
the marks of other organizations. 

These things may, possibly, all be of minor im- 
portance, but they were, nevertheless, ill calculated 
at the time to give good impressions, and sometimes 
excited uncomfortable remarks. 

It would seem evident from the Chicago experi- 
ence that the field blouse should be constructed 
with a view to the wearing of the belt outside; that 
the arms of officers should include a pistol of an 
established pattern, and that the method of wear- 
ing it should be made mandatory; that a uniform 
method of wearing the campaign hat should be en 
forced; that knapsacks of a uniform pattern should 
be issued to troops for such service, and that tent- 
age of uniform pattern should be adopted. In addi 
tion, it may not be improper to suggest in this con- 
nection that each company, troop and battery in 
the army should be provided with necessary tentage 
and that it should be made as inseparable from the 
organization to which it is issued as its blankets 
and its arms. HOPE. 


A Chicago scribe, referring to the recent presence 
of U. S. troops, says: “The enlisted men are play- 
ing tremendous havoc among the damsels of the 
neighborhood. Every time one of them goes out- 
side the lines there is a general feminine stampede 
in his direction. The ordinary civilian male of the 
vicinage is not in it at all. The men from Fort 
Niobrara are beginning to hope this cruel Chicago 
war will keep up forever. Colonel Gordon, com- 
mandant of the cavalry camp, is about the jolliest 
colonel in the Army. e has snow white hair, 
mustache and imperial, and affects a white summer 
helmet. When he left Fort Niobrara an old In- 
dian, a particular friend to him, came up and 
mourned over his departure. He was afraid the 
Colonel would get hurt in the wilds of Chicago. 
‘White man fight plenty hard,’ he said. ‘Wose’n 
Injun. Better look out.’ Major Morris, Third 
Cav.; Major Randolph, Third Art., and Captain 
Bourke, Third Cav., appear to be strictly in the 
‘social swim.’ Their invitations to dine and wine 
are many and exceed in number that of any other 
of the officers. Hare, of the Seventh, and his sub, 
‘Pansy’ Brewer, are not far behind in the good 
things that float about Chicago at this time. They 
say of Major Randolph that he can furnish more 
‘sport’ for the boys than anybody else in camp, and 
this reputation has reached all the clubs in the city, 
who are after the Major for a good time. Captain 
Bourke has the reputation of being a good story 
teller. He can begin a story after reveille and con- 
tinue right on until the last strain of taps are heard 
in camp. His stories, though long, are always in- 
teresting, for if there is a man on the continent 
who has ridden from one end of it to the other it is 
Bourke. What he don’t know about ‘greasers’ isn’t 
worth knowing.” 











Frederick Remington has an illustrated article 
on “Chicago Under the Mob” in Harper's Weekly 
for July 21. Among other pictures are those show- 
ing U. 8S. troops guarding the P., Ft. W. & C. R. R. 
crossing, U. S. cavalry and U. 8S. infantry in the 
stock yards, “Giving the Butt—the Way the Regular 
Infantry Tackled a Mob,” “One of Captain Cap- 
ron’s Battery Men,” camp of the regulars on the 
Lake Front and in front of the post office and sub- 
treasury; Illinois National Guard on picket, and 
firing into the mob. ‘There are also likenesses of 
General Miles, Governor Matthews, of Indiana; 
Attorney General Olney, and Mayor Hopkins, of 
Chicago. Mr. Remington says: 

“There was Captain Capron, standing in front of his 
battery park, as natural as when I had last seen him 
at Pine Ridge, just after Wounded Knee. There were 
his troops of ee pupat 7th, and acres of infantry. The 
camp-fires burned, the horses stamped and struck at 
each other on the picket-lines, the Sibleys loomed, and 
the sentries paced, while the men lay about in groups. 

“Chicago’s mob doesn’t like the 7th Cavalry, or at 
least what it has seen of it. Capt. L. R. Hare, with 
K Troop, rode through the stock-yards over the tracks, 
and the mob couldn't get used to his horses, and they 
didn't stop to try. They called his soldiers vile names, 
and United States soldiers are not used to being called 
names, and they get mad about it. 

“It would do any soldier's heart good, it would fairly 
fill his eye, to see our United States soldiers out here— 
it is so refreshing to one who knows how to estimate 
parade-day affairs—the business-like look, the utter 
‘don’t care’ of the men, the perfect machine, the tall, 
bronzed young athletes with the packs and campaign 
hats, the water and grub and 100 rounds, the officers in 
flannel shirts with revolver and sword. And right here 
I must say, that I have associated with the enlisted 
men of our Army, and a cleaner, decenter lot of youn 
fellows can’t be found anywhere. They are pure an 
simple of speech, they are honest, and no man can be 
one who can’t pass the most rigid physical examination 
imaginable.”’

RECENT DEATHS. 


Thaddeus Davids, after whom Davids Island, 
the principal recruiting depot, is named, died at 
his residence, near New Rochelle, July 22. He 
was the owner of the property and leased, and 
afterwards sold, it to the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Gen. Augustus James Pleasanton, who died July 
26, in Philadelphia, from old age, etc., was gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy in 1826, appointed 
to the Sixth Inf., afterwards assigned to the artil- 
lery, and resigned in 1830. He then engaged in 
the practice of law at Philadelphia, and held high 
rank in the militia of that state, both before and 
during the war. 

Lieut. Hampden S. Cottel, U.S. A., retired, who 
died July 6 at the Government Hospital for the In- 
sane, in Washington, D. C., served with efficiency 
during the war as a non-commissioned and com 
missioned officer of Lllinois troops. He was ap- 
pointed Second Lieutenant, 39th U. 8.

He resigned 
his commission on June 3, 1864, was commissioned 
Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet on March 13, 1865. 
Colonel Ludlow, who has been at the head of large 
financial interests, retired from business in 1868, 
und since then had lived for the most part at the 
Clarendon Hotel, but spent much of his time in 
Europe. Early in life he married Miss Julia Blood- 
good, who died about two years ago. 

Lieut.-Comdr. and Mrs. E. D. Taussig have the 
warmest sympathy from their friends in the death 
of their eldest son, Paul, naval cadet of class of 
‘06, which occurred most suddenly on Monday, July 
25, about noon. Cadet Taussig had been under. the 
care of Surgeon Beyer, of the Bancroft, for  sci- 
atica, and was being conveyed to the Naval Hos- 
pital for more effective treatment than was practi 
cal in the cramped sick quarters of the practice 
ship, there being no “sick bay” regularly provided 
on the ship. While en route to the hospital Taus- 
sig, who had thus far evinced no sign of previous 
illness, although suffering from the acute, exquisite 
pains of sciatic rheumatism, suddenly collapsed and 
died immediately upon reaching the hospital. Mrs. 
Taussig and her two sons were visiting in Canada 
and Lieutenant Commander Taussig, Ibuscative of 
the Atlanta, was at Boston, and prompt telegrams 
reached both in time to bring them to the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard to arrange for a short but appropriate 
funeral service at the hospital, which was. attended 
by Admiral Gherardi, Captains Casey and Glass and 
Medical Director Bogert, all of the yard and ships 
present, together with Lieutenant Commander In- 
gersoll and Lieutenant Paine, of the Bancroft, and 
several officers of the Cincinnati. A cadet guard of 
honor from his class and shipmates of the Bancroft 
accompanied the casket to the tug Narkeeta, which 
conveyed the body and escort to the Pennsylvania 
R. R. depot in Jersey City, and later in the even- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. Taussig took charge of their 
precious burden for the night trip to Annapolis, 
where they were met by loyal and sympathetic 
comrades of the service, appropriate honors being 
rendered the mortal remains of Cadet Taussig 
by the Naval Academy authorities as he was 
borne to his final resting place in the beautiful cem 
etery overlooking the site and scenes of his cadet 
life, so ruthlessly extinguished. Other than Mr. 
and Mrs. Taussig, who are sadly crushed by this 
sudden blow, probably no one feels more keenly 
this sudden death than Lieutenant Commander 
Ingersoll, commanding the Bancroft: Lieutenant 
Paine, the Executive Officer, and Dr. Beyer, the 
surgeon of the ship. all of whose tender care and 
sympathy were most marked and sincere. The im 
mediate cause of Cadet Taussig’s death was deter- 
mined by autopsy to be acute heart disease, of a 
nature which, for some months past, has made his 
sudden death possible at any time, although no 
adequate warning symptoms had ever been given the 
medical authorities at the Naval Academy, who 
have at their head Dr. Beyer. a most skillful and 
solicitous guardian of the health of the cadets. 


WEST POINT. 

The site of the Battle Monument is one of the most 
attractive locations at the post just at present, and the 
work which is progressing rapidly toward completion 
is watched with inteyse interest. In order to obtain 
un unobstructed view"of the monument from the river 
and also from the plain, the large trees to the north 
and south have been removed. In the case of the elm 
trees the loss is scarcely to be regretted, as the rav- 
ages of the elm bug have rendered unsightly this va- 
riety, once one of the most beautiful features of the 
landscape. The ornamental decoration at the base of 
the monument is daily adding to the effect of the whole. 
On the sinooth face of the pedestal will be placed a 
tablet of bronze bearing the names of engagements, 
with lists of the men killed in each. These pedestals 
are eight in number. The monument will be unveiled 
in October.

_By_direction of the Secretary of War, General Orders, 
No. 71, of 1878, from the Headquarters of the Army, is 
amended to read as follows: . 

rhe attention of all officers of the Army is invited to 
the following section (lo) of an Act of Congress, ap- 
proved June 18, 1878. (Act with reference to the em- 
ployment of the Army as a posse comitatus.) 

The provisions of the Constitution and of acts of 
Congress understood as intended to be excepted from 
the operation of the above section, authorizing the 
employment of the miliary forces for purpose 
of excuting the laws are as follows: 

These provisions are found in Art IV. of the Consti- 
tution, and Sections 1984, 1989, 1991, 2118, 2147, 2150, 
2151, 2152, 2460, 4792, 5275, 5286, 5288, 5207, 5298, 5290 
of the Revised Statutes, quoted in this order. 

Among the laws to be enforced under sections 5298 
and 5200 are the following: 1. See. 3005, Revised Stat- 
utes, which prohibits the obstruction or retarding the 
passage of the mail, and all other laws relating to the 
carrying of the mails, 

These laws are found sections 1 and 3 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act of July 2, 1890; the Act of 
July 2, 1864, making the Union Pacific R. R. a post 
and military read, and the similar Acts of July 1, 1862, 
and July 27, 1886, with reference to the Union and Cen- 
tral Pacific and the Atlantic and Pacific railroads. 
Finally, Sec. 5577, Rev. Stat., with reference to the 
Guano Islands, all of which are quoted in the order.) 

Officers of the Army will not permit the use of the 
troops under their command to aid the civil au- 
thorities as a posse comitatus or in execution of the 
laws, except as authorized in the foregoing enact- 
ments. {f time will admit, the application for the use 
of troops for these purposes must be forwarded, with 
a statement of all the material facts in the case, for 
the consideration and action of the President; but, in 
cases of sudden and unexpected invasion, insurrection, 
or riot, endangering the public property of the United 
States, or In cases of attempted or threatened robbery, 
or interruption of the United States mails, or other 
equal emergency so imminent as to prohibit communi- 
cation by telegraph, officers of the Army may, if they 
think a necessity exists, take such action before the 
receipt of instructions from the seat of government as 
the circumstances of the case and the law under 
which they are acting may justify. In every such 
case they will promptly report their action and the 
circumstances requiring it to the Adjutant-General for 
the information of the President.

RESPECT FOR REGULAR TROOPS.

“I mention the incident,”’ 
he said, “only to show the respect which men have for 
regulars when they come face to face with them. We 
had been ordered to Pittsburg. When we reached the 
depot the platform was crowded with the most deter- 
mined-looking mob I ever saw. They climbed upon the 

latforms of the coaches and virtually defied authority. 

he sergeant of my company succeeded in getting the 
rioters from the car, but they wouldn't fall back to 
make room for the company to form. Finally, tired of 
porquaeses, he took his gun and swung it so that the 
utt-end struck one of the mob In the abdomen and the 
bayonet was thrust against another. The effect_ was 
electric, The leader of the mob called ont: ‘Boys, 
them’s reg’lars,’ and fell back so that they had room 
enough to form the company in open order. My _ obser- 
vation is that when you once convince a mob that 
you have the supreme authority it will respect it. TI 
confess that it sometimes happens, as was the case 
when Napoleon was called to suppress it in Paris, the 
mob has to have a very severe lesson before it con- 
cedes the supremacy of authority."—Chicago Herald. 


Among the witnesses of the trial of the Minne- 
apolis on Saturday last was General Flagler, Chief 
oF the Bureau of Ordnance, War Department. 
General Flagler returned to Philadelphia on board 
the swift cruiser and then went to Washington by 
train. He expresses himself as being highly pleased 
with the vessel’s showing, and eocened to regret 
very much that on the way from Boston to Phila- 
delphia the mists prevented the manoeuvres which 
it had been plan to put the ship through. 
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M. Turpin, whose new engine of destruction is 
being exploited abroad, is described as an astrono. 
mer, an inventor, a chemist and an engineer—iy 
short, a genius. He invented melinite, and because 
he described its constituents at length in a French 
paper he was imprisoned for two years and a half 
While in prison he wrote a remarkable treatise on 
the stars. His latest invention is thus described 
“It consists of specially designed cannon, each of 
which can, when required, be made to work sepa. 
rately, but can work better together and with more 
deadly effect. The cannon are to all appearance 
ordinary field pieces, but running from under th 
breech to the ground is a hollowed-out tube full of 
mechanism, so arranged that nothing but a shot 
from the enemy could upset its workings. Six of 
these cannon are placed in line, and the tubes are 
inserted in a trough on wheels, which has been be 
forehand filled with small shells. As soon as the 
joinings have been made, which takes seven to ten 
seconds, the six guns begin automatically to belch 
out their fire, the artillerists having merely to direct 
them. When the guns cease firing it is, of course, 
a sign that the trough is empty. It is then instantly 
wheeled away and the next trough is fastened on 
Practically each trough represents the butt of a 
magazine rifle, only that instead of ordinary cart 
ridges, shell is used, and there is no need of human 
manipulation to pull a trigger, the entire action be- 
ing electrical and, of course, mechanical. A train 
of 25 of these Turpin six-set guns, which are very 
light, can throw 7,500 shots a minute over a dis- 
tance of two miles, so that all the battles of the 
future must be determined at a distance.” M. 
Turpin has gotten himself into trouble for a second 
time with the French authorities by offering this in 
vention to Germany.

And it is all the more necessary that 
the arm of the law should be felt promptly, because 
the working population of the United States is sv 
largely composed of men of all nationalities except 
American. No one who watches the signs of the 
times can fail to perceive that of late years strikes 
have been accompanied to an unprecedented extent 
by crimes of violence. This is an evil fact—a thing 
of bad omen.”

The regular garrison for some 
tune past has consisted of the entire 15th Regi 
ment of Infantry, two troops of the Seventh Cav- 
alry, and one light battery of the First Artillery 
The 15th Infantry is an historic regiment, and 
in the recent emergencies has amply sustained 
the honorable record made by it since its organi 
zation in 1812, when Zebulon Montgomery Pike, 


of New Jersey, became its first Colonel. Col. 
Vike was soon afterward promoted to Brig 


wlier-General, and was killed in the assault upon 
the British fortifications at York—now Toronto 
Canada, in April, 1815 

The 15th engaged in the Mexican War. It was 
disbanded in 1848, after the ratification of the 
ireaty of peace, but came into existence again in 
ISGL and did its full share of arduous service 
during the War of the Rebellion. Its present 
Colonel, Robert E. A. Crofton—an Lrishman by 
birth—is an officer and soldier of a high order, 
devoted to his profession. Living in Delaware 
when the war broke out, he received an appoint 
ment as captain of the 16th Infantry, and from 
that time forward his military career has been 
one of honor, At Shiloh,Corinth,Chickamauga 
where he was wounded—Chattanooga, Missionary 
Ridge, ete., he proved his valor and ability. He 
reached the colonelcy of the 15th Infantry in 
ISSG, and in his hands the regiment has attained 
the high condition of efficiency in which it now 
s, us amply proved by its recent service. 

The Lieutenant-Colonel of the 15th, Samuel 
(ovenshine, and the Major, Clarence M. Bailey, 
ire also able soldiers whose service dates from 
I8G1. Both have excellent war records. The ten 
captains of the regiment are all present for duty. 
llenry H. Humphreys, a Pennsylvanian with a 
war record and the brevets of captain, major 
ind lieutenant-colonel for gallantry at Freder 
icksburg, Gettysburg and the fall of Petersburg; 
Casper H. Conrad,with the regiment a quarter of 
' century within a few days, a veteran of the 
war; Wilson T. Hartz, another Pennsylvanian, 
who joined a Pennsylvania regiment in 1861 and 
ime out in September, S867, as a captain and 
issistant adjutant-general with three brevets; 
ilenry KR. Brinkerhoff, an officer with an excel 
lent war record, who attained the rank of lieu 
enant-colonel 52d U. 8S. ©. Tufantry, is well 
known for his varied attainments and is devoted 
io the 15th, in which he has served since 1867; 
Stephen R. Stafford, another veteran, a New 
Yorker, with the brevet of major for his services 
luring the war. Edward 8S. Chapin, who served 
when but a boy, in 1864, for a few months in

He is a youthful looking officer, con- 
sidering his s>rvice. 

The lieutenants belong to the younger genera- 
tion, the sepior having joined the regiment in 
1876 and the junior in 1893. They all are good 
men and true.

Hirsch, C. C. Jameson, J. McA. Palmer, George 
McD. Weeks and Frank B. McKenna. 

The Seventh Cavalry battalion consists of 
Troops B and K, of the gallant Seventh, with 
two young and active captains in command, 
Charles A. Varnum and Luther R. Hare, both 
officers of varied experience and accomplished 


rough riders. Their troops are in magnificent 
condition. Among their lieutenants we find the 


names of E. P. Brewer, an Ohioan; Selah R. H. 
Tompkins, “Tommy,” a beau sabreur, ready for 
any kind of service, the harder the better, and 
R. J. Fleming, a young officer, who left the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1891. 

The artillery is represented by Allyn Capron’s 
Light Battery E, of the First Regiment, which he 
has commanded for some years past and which 
he keeps always in fighting trim. Captain Ca- 
pron has twenty-seven years’ service as an ur- 
tillery officer, and yet it seems to us as yester- 
day when he joined his regiment, then, as now, 
in New York Harbor, and the following anec- 
dote clings yet to our memory: “Mr. Capron,” 
said his colonel, in that voice of reedy calibre so 
well remembered, “why do the men call you 
‘Johnnie come lately’ ” “For the same reason, 
Colonel, | presume,” answered the sub, respect- 
fully, “that they call you ‘Squash ‘em!’” Cap- 
tin Capron’s subalterns present are Lieutenants 
F. EK. Harris, W. R. Smith and James A. Shipton, 
young officers of energy and ability, who are ac- 
quiring rapidly a practical as well as theoretical 
knowledge of their profession. 

The staff departments at Fort Sheridan 
represented by Capt. F. B. Jones, Assistant Quar- 
termaster, an officer of long and varied service 
in the field during the war, in the infantry from 


S66 to 1885, and in the Q. M. D. for over 
nine years. Maj. A. C. Girard, Capt. I. J. Ives, 
and Lieuts. G. J. Newgarden and John 8. Kulp, 


with an efficient hospital corps detachment, keep 
the sanitary part of the post in excellent order, 
und the moral department is looked after by 
Chaplain E. J. Vattmann, or “Jolly Father Vatt- 
mann,” as some of the Chicago papers call him. 

So much fer the regular garrison. But the 
events of the past few weeks have called to Fort 
Sheridan other troops, whom still re 
main. Taking these, as mentioned in Major-Gen- 
eral Miles’ congratulatory order of July 20 
iG. O. 8), we tind the Ninth U. S. Infantry all 
the way from Sackett’s Harbor, where it has 
now returned, headed by that gallant officer and 
ventleman, Col. Charles G. Bartlett, always ready 
for active service at a moment's call. With him 
were his two field officers, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Kline and Major Ewers, officers of matured ex- 
perience. The regiment was present in force and 
did its duty as good soldiers always do. Then 
came a battalion of infantry from Fort Leaven 
worth, Randall's (A), of the Fifth; Sanno’s (H), 
of the Seventh; Stretch’s (fF), of the ‘Tenth; 
Brown's (E), of the 12th, and Fornance'’s (Ff), of 
the 13th. The senior in command was Capt. 
James M. J. Sanno, Seventh Infantry, a native 
of New Jersey, and an officer of thirty-one years’ 
service, cool and experienced, of literary proclivi- 
und of excellent general capacity. From 
Michigan came a battalion of the 19th Infantry, 
commanded by that sterling officer, Capt. John 
Gi.

Sixth, which he joined two years ago. Fort 
Riley furnishes a squadron of the Third Cav- 
alry, commanded by Maj. Louis T. Morris, an in- 
fantry officer from 1861 to 1873, yet now almost 
twenty-one years in the cavalry. His war record 
is of the best, and the brevets of captain and 
major attest his bravery during the Atlanta cam- 
paign and upon the battlefield at Nashville; 
also from Riley comes a battalion of light ar- 
tillery, commanded by perhaps the best known 
ofticer of the Army, certainly in New York, Maj. 
Wallace F. Randolph, a soldier, every inch of 
him, stalwart and handsome, energetic on the 
tield and in the garrison and of social quali "es 
which attract to him a host of friends. Run- 
dolph challenges always our sincere admiration. 
With him are several officers of note, to whom 
we can only casually refer, as what was in 
tended to be only a brief notice of a prominent 
Army post, has lengthened out considerably. 
Fort Sheridan is a busy post at present, and if it 
is enlarged as proposed will be in time of peace 
one of the most pleasant and in time of tumult 
one of the most dangerous to the law-breaking 
and dangerous elements. 


With gratifying haste, the Senate on Wedues- 
day last confirmed the nomination of Commodore 
Oscar F. Stanton to be Rear-Admiral, thus assist- 
ing the consummation of the arrangement which 
has as its object the promotion of Commodore 
Erben before retirement. Much to the surprise 
of those who have been persistently circulating 
the report that opposition would develop in the 
Senate to such a plan, the upper house of Con 
xress has favorably disposed of the several 
nominations of officers to the highest naval grade 
without an opposing vote. The records of the 
several officers who have been nominated may 
have had much to do with this fact, for they 
ail, without question, deserved the promotion 
they received before their retirement. Accord- 
ing to agreement, Commodore Stanton will re- 
tire immediately and the vacancy thus created 
will be filled by the promotion of Commodore Er- 
ben. The Navy Department has not yet received 
the report of the board which was ordered a week 
ago to physically examine Commodore Erben for 
premotion, but there is not the slightest doubt as 
to his bility to pass on this point, and imme- 
diately upon the receipt of the record in this 
uatter, his name will be sent to the President, 
in case of Rear-Admiral Stanton’s retirement, for 
nomitation to the grade of Rear-Admiral. Rear- 
Admita! Stanton’s retirement will create a va 
cancy in the oftice of flag officer of the North 
Atlantic squadron, which ‘vill be filed by Com- 
modore Richard W. Meade. Commodore Meade 
was promised this station months ago, and would 
have received it had the condition of affairs not 
necessitated the presence of Rear-Admiral Wal 


ker ot Honolulu and the consequent shifting 
vround of squadron commanders. Commodore 
Meade’s friends say he ought to have had the 


billet long ago. He is recciving congratulations 
that he will soon obtain the post which he has all 
along desired. He is an cnergetic and able offi 
cer, 2nd though he is not exactly “troubled with 
younguess,” he has obtained his position at a 
much carlier age than most naval officers, a fact 
which is not without its melancholy suggestions 
tu those who follow him on the list. 


The hope that greater progress would be made 
in the construction of the timber dry dock at 
the New York Navy Yard has been disappointed 
It has been definitely ascertained that the 
amount of work actually accomplished during the 
past month is less than that of the preceding 
month. How much longer will the Secretary of 
the Navy permit this trifling to continue? 


A number of Army officers, including Maj. S. M. 
Whiteside, Seventh Cav., and Capts. M. B. Hughes, 
Ninth Cav.; P. S. Bomus, First Cav., and 8S. W 
Fountain, Eighth Cav., are taking steps to arrange 
to have certain claims for longevity pay prosecuted 
before Congress as individual claims. ‘The claim is 
based on pay for service due all graduates from the 
Military Academy prior to 1881, and to all officers 
who served as enlisted men prior to that date and 
subsequent to 1838. They are induced to take this 
course by the success which has attended the ef 
forts in the same line of Capt. J. W. Pullman, of 
the Quartermaster’s Department. 


Recognizing the valuable services rendered by the 
U. S. troops during the recent Chicago insurrection, 
the Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company 
has decided to give the Fort Sheridan garrison bet- 
ter facilities by erecting a handsome passenger sta 
ton, within 1,000 ft. of the Officers’ Club of that 
post, and more frequent train service between the 
post and the city. The depot for Fort 
Sheridan passengers .is nearly two miles from the 
center of the garrison.

Navy Department Orders. 
G. O. No. 426, Navy Department, Washington, July 
18, 1894, prescribes the uniforms to be worn by bands- 
men of the Navy. 


Navy Department, Washington, July 18, 1804 

G. O. No. 427.—The Regulations for the Uniform and 
Dress, Equipments, ete.. of the U. S. Marine Corps, 
issued July 14, 1892, are hereby modified as follows, 
to take effect July 1, 1894: 

LINE OFFICERS. 

1. Special Full Dress and Full Dress Coats.—Cuffs, 
field officers. ‘The same as for Colonel commandant, ex- 
cept that the knot over the point of the chevrons shall 
be in the shape of a single three-leaf clover, with the 
scarlet cloth showing in the openings of the loops. 
The width of the side loops will be three inches from 
point to point, measuring from the outside of the gold 
tracing braid, and the height of the upper loop will be 
two inches, measuring from the point of the chevrons 
to the outside edge of the braid. 

STAFF OFFICERS. 

2. Coats, Full Dress.—Cuffs to be trimmed with black 
mohair braid of same width and in same manner as 
prescribed for officers of like grades in the line. 

3. Shoes.—All officers. Of black leather. In warm 
weather, on board ship only, with white trousers, plain 
white shoes, high or low, of canvass or buckskin, may 
be worn when permitted by the senior officer present. 
Russet leather shoes may be worn when on campaign 


service only. 
4. Rain Clothes.—To be of black rubber or rubber 
cloth. 


ENLISTED MEN. 
5. Undress.—The cloth undress coat having been 
abolished by order of the Secretary of the Navy, under 
date of March 12, 1894, will no longer form part of the

7. Full Dress Coat.—Shall be made in the same man.

Hawaii will probably be left without 
the protection afforded by an American man-of-war 
for some little time, but as the situation on the isl- 
and is of a very peaceful character no apprehen- 
sion of outbreak is felt. The administration has 
come to the conclusion that no further necessity 
exists for retaining an admiral in Hawaii, and the 
probabilities are that the next commander of United 
States naval forces there will have a captain or 
commander's rank. 


Recent letters from Bering Sea bring the news 
that the duty this season has not been as difficult 
as that of last year, the poachers not being so num- 
erous nor so persistent. The health of the entire 
squadron has been good during the whole season. 


Owing to Corean difficulties, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment has withdrawn the cruiser Takachiho 
from Honolulu and left in her stead the training 
ship Kongo. H. M. S. Champion was also about 
to leave for Esquimalt, when a petition of British 
citizens was presented to their Minister Resident, 
who decided to detain her. 


The sailors and marines of the Philadelphia were 
landed for battalion drill at Honolulu on June 19, 
the first time since the excitement of last year, 
more than six months. This led to an immediate 
request from the British Minister, Major Wode- 
house, for the same privilege for the crew of the 
Champion, and it was at first granted and next day 
revoked before being availed of. 


Orders were sent to the Concord and Petrel on 
July 24 detaching them from the Bering Sea fleet 
and ordering them to return_to duty in connection 
with the Asiatic squadron. This action was decided 
upon in view of the prospective war between China 
and Japan as a result of the Corean trouble. The 
orders were telegraphed to British Columbia and 
will be sent to Unalaska by steamer. It is expected 
that the vessels will receive their orders and report 
for duty on the Asiatic station by Aug. 15 at the 
farthest. But had necessity not demanded it, these 
two vessels would have been detached from their 
present assignment shortly and ordered back to the 
Asiatic station. The Bering Sea fleet practically 
concludes its duties on Aug. 1, and it is the inten- 
tion of the Navy Department to begin scattering it 
about that time. The Charleston was spoke for 
duty on the Asiatic coast and would have gone had 
she been in condition. In case of war she would un- 
doubtedly go, and there is a good prospect that she 
may proceed to China anyhow, if there is no im- 
provement in Corea. 


Owing to an outbreak of intermittent fever on 
board the Bennington, the Navy Department was 
compelled to order her departure on Wednesday 
last from La Libertad for San Francisco. The 
despatches received at the Navy Department show 
that nine members of the vessel’s complement were 
stricken with the fever and compelled to take to 
cots in the bay room. Among them was the 
surgeon, Dr. Charles T. Hibbett. He was ill on 
shore for a short space of time and was removed 
to the ship and from last accounts fis doing well. 
During the early part of the week Secretary Her- 
bert authorized Commander Thomas to employ a 
surgeon if it was necessary. A _ dispatch from 
Commander Thomas, however, stated that a surgeon 
was not needed, and that he could safely make the 
trin without one. This is encouraging news and 
indicates that the condition of no one on board is 
serious. The refugees on board the Bennington will 
remain on the ship until they reach San Francisco, 
when a final settlement of their case may be ex- 
pected. 


The necessity for docks in South Atlantic waters, 
the property of this government, is clearly shown in 
the case of the Newark. That vessel was com- 
pelled to sail on July 26 from Rio for Cape Town, 
Africa. in order to find a dock to accommodate 
her. She went to Rio from Montevideo for supplies 
and will occupy some days in sailing to her new des- 
tination. 

The Bancroft left New York July 26 for Newport. 
where she will remain until Aug. 1, when she will 
go to Hampton Roads. 


Civil Engineers Asserson, Menocal and Prindle 
have been in session at the Navy Department dur- 
ing the past week in relation to the Puget Sound 
drydock. As has been stated in the Journal, their 
report, which has been received at the Navy De- 
partment, showed that if the contractor for the 
dock would sharpen his piles and use his pile driver 
more in driving them down, he would have no diffi 
culty in complying with his contract in relation to 
the depth the piles should reach. 


Secretary Herbert emphatically denied to a Jour 
nal representative the report that the keep bolts of 
the Charleston were badly corroded. He also char 
acterized as false the report that secrecy had been 
observed about the drydock while the repairs were 
being made. According to his latest information, 
she is now being painted and he expects she will be 
ready for sea within the next few days. The 
Charleston will in all probability be sent to Corea, 
unless future developments show a decided improve 
ment in the troubled situation in the Orient.

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THE NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 


The joint commission of Congress appointed early in 
the session to investigate the needs of the personnel 
of the Navy has finally concluded its labors, barring the 
formal approval of a report now being prepared by 
Representative Meyer to accompany the bill, which 
has at last been perfected. The following is a synop- 
sis of the text of the bill as finally agreed to: 
That the personnel of the Navy of the United States 
of America is composed of ten corps, as follows: 
I. The Corps of the Line. 
Il. The Medical Corps. 

I. The Pay Corps. 

. The Engineer Corps. 

V. Chaplains. 


‘I. The Naval Constructors. 
VII. Professor of Mathematics. 
VIIL. Civil Engineers. 

IX. The Naval Cadets,

X. The Enlisted Men. 

The only changes in the first 23 sections of the bill, 
as published in the Army and Navy Journal of July 
14, pages 810-11, are the following: 

Sec. 7. Strike out these words at the end:

from the assistant quartermasters. 

Sec. 54. That there shall be appointed, in addition 
to the number now authorized by law, 12 post quarter- 
master-sergeants. : 

Sec. 55. That the leader of the band of the United 
States Marine an shall receive the pay and emolu- 
ments of a second lieutenant of marines, and shall 
be appointed by the commandant of the Marine Corps. 

The provisions relating to the enlisted force are com- 
pletely recast. As finally adopted they make the term 
of enlistment four years, and secure to ‘the enlisted 
men the privileges of naturalization, continuous ser 
vice and retirement as now provided for tne Army. Six 
grades are provided, five corresponding to tne Army 
grades of private, corporal, sergeant, first sergeant and 


sergeant-major, the sixth being one grade higher, and

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bearing the title of master. Those re-enlisting within 
three months are to have pay for that time. Appren- 
tices are to serve until 25, with promotion from grade 
to grade, after one year’s service. The present war- 
rant officers are to be examined by boards, and those 
not found qualified retired with three-fourths pay if 
they have served over 30 years, one-half from 15 tu 30 
years, one-third from 8 to 15 years, and wholly retired 
with one year’s sea pay if they have served less than 
8 years. No enlisted man or non-commissioned offi- 
cer is to be reduced in rating except by a general or 
summary court-martial, and no warrant officer except 
by sentence of general court-martial. No special ser- 
vice men are allowed, except for Coast Survey and Fish 
Commission services. Service in the various grades of 
petty and non-commissioned officers is required for pro- 
motion to warrant officer. Enlisted men of 20 years’ 
service are to be employed at navy yards as captains of 
the watch, watchmen and shipkeepers. Not more than 
three enlisted men shall be commissioned annually as 
ensigns and two as assistant engineers, after examina- 
tion, provided that graduates from the Naval Academy 
do not fill all of the vacancies. They are to be ordered 
to the Naval Academy for a course of six months prior 
to examination. If the graduates do not fill the vacan- 
cles in the Marine Corps, one enlisted man shall be an- 
nually commissioned as a second lieutenant of marines 
after examination. 








CAVALRY AT MARSHALL HALL. 

Way down on the Potomac, on the Maryland 
side, opposite Mount Vernon, two troops of cavalry, 
I’, of the Seventh, and K, of the Ninth, from Fort 
Myers, are encamped, having their_target practice. 
The place is owned by Colonel Meclibbin, well 
known as a Californian in 1849, an officer of the 
late war, and a gentleman of the old school, with 
all this means, extending his hospitality and kind- 
ness to every one. Pennsylvania may well be proud 
of the family, if he is a fair representative. The 
Hall is a place of entertainment for thousands, and 
dancing, music, and various plays (not cards) en- 
liven the evenings—when off the range—while in 
the waters of the Potomac swimming for men and 
horses is at hand. Of the latter the whole com- 
mand are practiced, as it is always well to know 
what horse or horses in a troop can’t swim except 
with danger to the rider by the horse throwing him- 
self over. Rowing and sailing boats are at hand. 
Tents have been floored by Colonel MeKibbin, and 
au restaurant, where excellent meals are served at 
$1 a day for officers, is convenient to the camp. 
The camp is in a clover field, large enough for 
plenty of room for tentage, and as well to have 
the horses loose all day. Being but 20 yards from the 
river, the horses are easily driven to it, and on 
warm days stand for some time in the water. We 
have five butts—giving to each troop two targets, 
Laidley’s, on vertical axis; and of the known dis- 
tunce range a skirmish range. The bullet stop butt 
is a heavy body of woods in the rear of the targets. 
Boats go and come three times a day to the city, 
and free transportation for supplies is given on 
these by their owner, Colonel McKibbin. The cost 
to the United States is $300 for the lease of the 
ringe for the season and $100 for its construction. 
Last evening Lieutenant Perry gave an entertain- 
ment in camp for the Misses Kelton, Captain 
Derby, Captain and Mrs Lemly, of the Navy, and 
the camp officers. Afterward they adjourned to 
the dancing pavilion. Our mareh down from Tort 
Myers, 35 miles, was an easy one, except for the 
dust and intense heat, with no place to halt for 
shelter. The only way was to push on, making this 
place in seven hours, including one hour’s halt at 
intervals. An exposure of the command to this 
heat and dust for 12 to 13 hours, as was the old 
custom, would have worked serious injury to men 
and horses. Three horses died after reaching 
camp, applicants for an inspection report, but the 
remainder and men were in fresh condition and 
could have continued the “motion” indetinitely, the 
wenk element having been eliminated. The men

The Naval Militia. 

NEW YORK.—tThe four divisions of New York City 
and the twedivisions from Rochester, the whole under 
command of Commander Miller, embarked from the 
New Hampshire on July 21 and were taken aboard the 
new U. 8. cruisers New York and San Francisco, being 
divided between those vessels about equally. The 
eruise was at once taken up for Gurdiner’s Bay, via 
Sandy Hook, and en route the men were at once ini- 
tiated in the various duties aboard ship.

The San Francisco “Argonaut,” of July 7 says: 
Anything more disappointingly weak than the exhi- 
bition of the militia at Sacramento this week would be 
difficult to imagine. The fault does not lie so much 
with the men, as with those in command. Every wili- 
tary organization is supposed to have a commissary de- 
partment, yet the men were deprived of food and sleep 
for 24 hours. After this exhausting experience, they 
were kept standing in the broiling sun all day while 
their leaders were trying to shift from one to the other 
the responsibility of directing the operations. When 
the question of authority was settled, Marshal Bald- 
win could not nerve bimself to the point of issuing the 
necessary orders, and the delay was further protracted. 
The pitiful indecision and weakness of the authorities 
demoralized the militia and encouraged the strikers. 
The moral effect of calling out the troops has been 
lost, and the resistance of the strikers to lawful author- 
ity will be far more determined. But this blundering 
ut headquarters does not wholly excuse the action of 
the militia. The gallantry of soldiers is proverbial, 
but it should not have led them to give to the young 
ladies as souvenirs the cartridges intended for a more 
serious purpose. Considering the circumstances, their 
fraternizing with the strikers was without justification 
and a gross breach of discipline. The strikers may be 
very tine fellows, but just at present they are law- 
breakers and the militia are there to discipline them, 
net to mingle over the social glass. In the face of 
this exhibition of incompetency, the taxpayers may 
well inquire what ts the value of the militia. The 
officers besought them to redeem their honor and recog- 
nize the obligation of their oaths, but without apparent 
effect. The legislature will probably take more effect-
